EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR § 1.312.

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1- 
12, 45-63, 152, and 153 to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
1-12, 45-63, 152, and 153 have been canceled. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: After 
extensive searching by the Examiner, the previously cited references to Veselka et al and 
Okazaki et al are considered to be the closest prior art known. Neither of these prior art 
documents discloses or suggests the various embodiments of the multi-wavelength 
generating apparatus set forth in the allowed claims. In particular, the claims to which 
Veselka et al was previously deemed to be relevant have been amended to require a 
plurality of modulating means arranged in a plurality of optical paths, a limitation that 
cannot be met by Veselka et al. Also, after careful inspection, it is agreed that Okazaki et 
al does not generate a multi-wavelength light using phase modulation, so that the 
previously indicated position of the Examiner is untenable. With the closest known prior 
art thus having been overcome, and with all previous objections (disclosure, drawings, 
abstract, etc.) having been obviated by applicant's response, this application is now 
allowable. Claims 13-44 and 64-151 are therefore allowed.
